1. On Ly December 1950, only a Soviet komendatura staffed with 
army and VD personnel was observed in Haldensleben at Leteling 
Heath (lM 53/¥ 53).

The radio station which was previously observed at Hillersleben was 
now between the houses mentioned above, within the fenced billeting 
area, The newly constructed road north of the installation served as 
an aooroach road to a setilement which was occupied by German 
civilians. 


4. A group of heavily damaged buildings located north of Hillersleben 
were teing reconstructed. Local residents said that the buildings had 
housed sound-ranci ging installations (Schallmesseinrichtungen) prior 
to 1949.
